- Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

Method for operating the ferroelectric memory 
device comprising step of adjusting one or more parameter values of at least one of selected 
pulse protocol parameters in accordance with at least one correction factor, and among the 
respective steps as claimed in independent claim 1 .
